There are, he said, three of schools : 

1. Those schools which have “free” methods of educa- 
tion, where every one does as he likes on the basis of free 
expression. The results of these schools are bad. 


_ 2, Those in which the scholars are forced to work hard 


and gain good results by hard work. But they fail at the 
point of individual responsibility. For instance, when the 
teacher goes out of the room the scholars simply take advan- 
tage of the situation. They have to be led. The teacher had 
failed to co-operate with those he teaches. 

3. Those schools which may be called democratic. These 


are those which have attained a neat balance between teacher — 
and taught and where work is done on a basis of co-operation. 


Here results are excellent. _
